Bennett informed the Committee that when talking with MSA engineering firm regarding Highway J
and why “Ride Control” was not written into the specifications he was informed that there has been a
change in personnel for reasons such as that.

Bennett informed the Committee that the Highway Department is slated to be awarded $340,000 worth
of work through the 2016 PBM (Performance Based Maintenance) with the WI Department of
Transportation.
